Lincoln Was Not a Leader 


Abraham Lincoln was not a lead- 
er, he was a follower! 

Not more than 74 years ago the 
New York Illustrated News, a 
newspaper printed in New York, 


made this statement in one of its! 


bulletins prior to the election of 
presidents for the ensuing term. 
This paper is the property of 
Robert Dunning, jaysee student. 
Quoting the newspaper, it says: 
“Mr. Lincoln is a kindly man, but 
he is not of the stuff of which 
leaders and great men are made; 
and therefore, he is not the man 
for a crisis which requires vigor, 
and originality of thought, bold- 
ness and energy of-action; in short, 
he is a follower, not a leader.” 
Evidently the Gettysburg Ad- 
dress had not yet found its true 
place in the historic literature 
values of our American democracy 
for the paper continues: “Mr. .Lin- 
coln has had an opportunity to 
place his name at the head of the 
list of chiefs, patriots, heroes, and 
reformers—but he has missed his 
goden chance—he has not fear- 
ed to think or act in accordance 


been nominated by so large a wing 
of his own party is proof of the 
popularity of his administration, 
and of the general belief in the 
integrity of his motives—his 
chances seemed to be such as to al- 
most insure success, but later de- 
velopments and the new complica- 
tions which have arisen, have al- 
most depleted Lincoln.” 

It was mainly this sort of criti- 
cism which gave Walt Whitman, 
the great poet, his inspiration to 
write his greatest poem—dedicated 
to the worries and troubles of The 
Leader—Lincoln. ‘““‘When he walk- 
ed alone, with a sky-full of stars, 
and a heart full of love to guide 


him to his destination.”
